1. I think it is unfortunate that Mr. Lundy is quoting the DCI 
as opposing Senate Bill 1689 as well as H.R. 3880 now before the Congress 
to create a Freedom Academy . While his intentions are undoubtedly good, 
this places the Director in the position of trying to influence 
Congressional legislation through the use of outside industrial leaders. 
Mr. Lundy, of course, is president and general manager of the Midwest 
Metals Corporation of Davenport, Iowa. 


2. I also think it is unfortunate that Mr. Lundy credits to Mr. 
Dulles a statement that he saLL-is not that of Mr. Dulles' but actually 
was made by Dr. John R. Van ddWater of the University of California, 
Los Angeles . His presumption that~~ iT I felt that you would not mind if I 
attributed them to you as I am sure you concur" is rather disturbing. 

3. It is my recommendation that the DCI not answer this letter 
from Mr. Lundy, but that the Executive Officer inform Mr. Lundy that 
his letter addressed to Mr. Dulles will be brought to the Director's 
attention and he knows that Mr. Dulles is appreciative of the sympathy 
expressed by Mr. and Mrs. Lundy for John Foster Dulles, as well as the 
admiration of Mrs. Lundy for the Reverend Father Avery D ull es, S.J.

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SOVIET AGGRESSION REPORT 

GIVEN TO THE QUAD CITY-IOWA POST 
AMERICAN ORDNANCE ASSOCIATION MAY 18, 1959 


During the past six weeks commencing with the Military-Industrial Con- 
ference held in Chicago, I have attended a number of conferences pertaining 
to the present United States, Soviet -Chinese relationship which is giving 
our government and far thinking people much cause for concern,* 

It was brought out at - he Military-Industrial C^.: Terence that the Soviet 
economic onslaught is a challenge to our economic existence* The Soviet 
economic challenge is as greet as the military challenge® 

The Soviet is willing to take large financial losses for political gains® 
They have dumped tin, cotton and coffee on the free market at a groat loss to 
themselves as well as runing other countries economically as Egypt in the 
cotton market, Bolivia in tin and Central American countries in coffee. It 
was suggested that a government agency be formed to compete with Soviet 
practices® This agency would suffer losses but our free enterprise system 
could be maintained® 

He mist aid under-developed countries by encouraging their building of 
industries of their own by financing and giving them technical assistance. 

In 1947 Khrushchev is on record as saying "The Soviet could take over the 
capitalistic USA through economic means.*' Further he stated that we cannot 
co-exist • 

Russia is suffering from lack of chemical know-how and several times has 
asked us to furnish them with raw materials and technical info which 
President Eisenhower refuses to do. 

Turkey folded as a national power when they dominated the world because 
of their inability to maintain their economics in a balanced manner. 

I attended the 50th Annual Meeting of the American Steel Warehouse 
Association held in Chicago May 4-6. This year instead of delving into 
material matters, the theme of the three day meeting was to encourage better 
relationship between our people in the interests of good citizenship.
